The McCulloch side I believe came from Troon, Ayrshire, although Thomas 
McCulloch was born in County Down and who arrived in Sydney in 1821 by 
reason of His Majesty’s pleasure as one of the 1820 Scottish Radicals who were 
transported for high treason.
